GAZA STRIKES CONTINUE; DEATH TOLL RISES

GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip Israel obliterated 
symbols of Hamas power on the third day 
of what the defense minister described 
Monday as a “war to the bitter end,” strik- 
ing next to the Hamas premier’s home, 
and devastating a security compound and 
a university building. 

The three-day death toll rose to at least 
315 by Monday morning, with some 1,400 
wounded. The UN said at least 51 of the 
dead were civilians, and medics said eight 
children younger than 17 were killed in two 
separate strikes overnight. Israel launched 
its campaign, the deadliest against 
Palestinians in decades, on Saturday in 
retaliation for rocket fire aimed at civilians 
in southern Israeli towns. 

Since then, the number of Israeli troops 
on the Gaza border has doubled and the 
Cabinet approved the call-up of 6,500 
reserve soldiers. 

The strikes have driven Hamas leaders 
into hiding and appear to have gravely dam- 


MASS PROTEST 

Tens of thousands of Lebanese Hezbollah 
supporters stood under pouring rain 
Monday to protest Israel’s air assault on 
the Gaza Strip. The rally was by far the 
largest protest in the Arab world, where 
outrage has been strong since Israel first 
launched the assault Saturday. 


aged the organization’s ability to launch 
rockets, but barrages continued. Sirens 
warning of incoming rockets sent Israelis 
scrambling for cover throughout the day 
One medium-range rocket fired at the 
Israeli city of Ashkelon killed an Arab con- 
struction worker Monday and wounded 
several others. He was the second Israeli 
killed since the beginning of the offensive. 

On Sunday, Hamas missiles struck for 
the first time near the city of Ashdod, 
only 25 miles from Israel’s heart in Tel 
Aviv Hamas leaders also have threatened 
to renew suicide attacks inside Israel. 

On Monday, strong winds blew black 


smoke from the bombed sites over Gaza 
City’s streets. The air hummed with the buzz 
of drone aircraft and the roar of jets, punc- 
tuated by airstrike explosions. Palestinian 
health officials said one strike killed four 
Islamic Jihad militants and a child. 

The White House released a statement 
Monday saying “in order for the violence 
to stop, Hamas must stop firing rockets 
into Israel and agree to respect a sustain- 
able and durable cease-fire.” 

But in Damascus, Syria, a senior exiled 
Hamas official said there can be no talk of 
a truce with Israel until the assault ends 
and Israel reopens the Gaza crossings. 

“We need our liberty, we need our free- 
dom and we need to be independent. If we 
don’t accomplish this objective, then we 
have to resist. This is our right,” the offi- 
cial, Abu Marzouk, told The Associated 
Press in an English-language interview 
A six-month truce between Hamas and 
Israeli expired earlier this month, but 
Hamas refused to extend it.

Fyou’re an iPhone fan with sensitive ears, cover 
them. We’re about to use the “f-word.” 

That’s right: Fading. As in, what finally maybe 
happening to the iPhone’s cachet. Surely, now 
that it’s available at Walmart, it has to be official. 
The iPhone is losing its touch. 

Right? 

Depends on how you look at it. On one hand, 
offering the iPhone at Walmart, which started 
Sunday, is a bit like offering filet mignon at a fast- 
food restaurant, but it also means putting more 
iPhones in the hands of more users. 


And even though Walmart’s price is only $2 
shy of list price, starting at $197, those hypnotic 
yellow smiley faces could send shoppers home 
with cereal, three placemats and a shiny new 
iPhone. Even cheaper prices are available at Best 
Buy, where iPhones are on sale for $189.99, 
through AT&T, which is offering refurbished 8GB 
models online for $99. That means it’s no longer 
necessary to camp out for days at Apple Stores. 
And that iPhones actually are affordable. 

So is it too early to declare the $99 iPhone the 
next $5 footlong? (Hum jingle here.) 

Probably, because, while there seems to be an 
unlimited supply of freshly baked bread, these 
refurbished iPhones are first come, first served. 

But it’s likely The Fade will be temporary The 
Apple rumor mill is buzzing that the discounts 
are tied to inventory being cleared ahead of the 
next iPhone. Apple’s last exhibition at Macworld 
is next month in San Francisco, and the company 
might choose to go out with a bang. 

A bigger bang than that pickup backfiring in 
the Walmart parking lot.

The rest of Chicago might be breaking out the champagne glasses, 
ripping up the confetti and picking glam outfits for New Tear’s Eve 
on Wednesday, but that night won’t bring much to celebrate when it 
comes to the CTA, 

That’s because when the ball drops on Jan, i, CTA fares will go 
up— as much as 50 cents more per ride depending on mode of travel 
and fare media. And that’s just to maintain the status quo, Tfbuch, 
The fare hike is nothing to toast, but there is a bright side. There 
is quite a bit to look forward to in 2009, Here are a few of my faves: 

Track stars 

Nothing takes the sting out of waiting for ice-floe-slow buses like 
the CTA’s bus tracker, which uses GPS technology to let riders know 
when their bus is going to arrive. This terrific technology expanded 
in April after a successful pilot on the No, 20-Madison route. Since 
then, the CTA has taken the brakes off and rolled it out on 75 of the 
153 routes, according to CTA spokeswoman Katelyn Thrall, 
Unfortunately, that number does not yet include No, 4-Cottage 
Grove and No. 3-King Drive, the routes that roll right by my house 
in BronzeviUe, But cheers to me— and the rest of the CTA bus 
bunch: 2009 is set to be the year that bus-tracker dreams come true 
for every route. Now, if only we could end bus bunching. 

What Brown can do for you 

North Siders, long-suffering South Siders aren’t even trying to hear 
your angst about the ongoing Brown Line expansion project. 

So I’m going to ask them to plug their ears or cover their eyes 
while we celebrate the light at the end of your transit tunnel, 

2009 is the scheduled end date for the $530 million project 
that aims to make Brown Line stations wheelchair-accessible and 
lengthen platforms to accommodate longer trains. Riders already 
are rejoicing about the end of three-track operations near Belmont, 
a part of the project that wrapped earlier this month. 

Training day 

The CTA is making obvious strides in keeping its “L’ cars clean, but 
there’s only so much spit-shine you can put on an aging fleet. Fast 
forward a few days to 2009: the year when approximately 10 proto- 
types of the CTA’s new 50 00 -series rail cars will begin to arrive for 
testing, paving the way for the remainder of the 40 6 -car order to be 
delivered between 2010 and 2012, Thrall said. 

The next-generation cars’ design— including more aisle-facing 
seats for increased space and cameras installed in each car— certain- 
ly provide a reason to pop public transit champagne.

The buck 
tops here: 
Chicago has 
the highest 
sales tax of 
any major U.S. city at 10.25 percent. 

Earlier this year, the Cook County 
Board voted to levy a 1 percent tax 
increase, from 0.75 percent to 1.75 
percent, to fill the county’s budget 
gap. When the tax took effect July 1, 
Chicago became the most expensive 
city in the country for shoppers. 

New York’s sales tax is about 8.4 
percent for most items, while L.A. 
charges 8.75 percent. Memphis 
has one of the highest rates at 9.25 
percent. 

Of Chicago’s 10.25 percent rate, the 
state levies 6.25 percent. Cook County 
gets 1.75 percent, the city accounts 
for 1.25 percent, and the RTA taxes 
1 percent for mass transit. 






OLYM-PICKUS 

Chicago is carrying the torch for the U.S. in 
the race to host the 2016 Olympics. In June, 
the International Olympic Committee chose 
Chicago, Tokyo, Madrid and Rio de Janeiro 
as finalists to be host city, though Chicago 
initially was ranked third on that list. 

Local officials hope Barack Obama’s 
presidential win will buoy the city’s chances to land the Games. A few 
weeks after the election, Obama pitched his home city to Olympics 
organizers in a videotaped presentation. 

The IOC will choose the host city in October. 




H CHART TOPPERS 

In 2008, the ego landed 
at No. 1 on the Billboard 
200 album chart for the 
third straight time. Kanye 
West’s album “808s & 
Heartbreak,’’ a downbeat 
departure for the Chicago native, debuted at 
No. 1 in early December. West held the throne 
for a week before falling to Britney Spears’ 
“Circus.” 

At the Grammys in February, West had 
the most nominations (eight) and picked 
up four trophies, including best rap album 
(“Graduation”). 

West wasn’t the only Chicago act to 
top the charts this year. In June, hard-rock 
band Disturbed debuted their third straight 
studio album at No. 1 on the Billboard 200. 
“Indestructible” remained in the top 10 for five 
weeks. 



COME FLY WITH US 

Chicago is the place to be-or the top stopover, 
at least. Between O’Hare and Midway, Chicago 
recorded the most airline arrivals and departures 
in October, according to a December air travel 
consumer report by the U.S. Department of 
Transportation. 

With a combined total of 36,094 arrivals and 36,110 departures, Chicago 
bested Atlanta, L.A. and the three New York area airports (combined). 

O’Hare alone logged 28,834 arrivals and 28,850 departures during 
October. To help handle this air traffic, the airfield opened a new 7,500- 
foot runway in November. 

The air strip, the first new runway in 37 years, handles an average 
of 326 arrivals each day depending on prevailing winds, aircraft 
demand and weather conditions, said Elizabeth Cory, a Federal Aviation 
Administration spokeswoman. 




□ THE CHOSEN ONE 

For Derrick Rose-the No. 1 pick in the 2008 NBA 
Draft-home is where the heart is. Or the money. 
Whatever. 

Rose, who got his start at Simeon Career 
Academy High School in Chicago and later 
flourished as a University of Memphis point guard, 
returned to Chicago when the Bulls selected him in June. 

In his brief but productive time as a Bulls rookie. Rose is second on the 
team in scoring (17.6 points per game) and the leader in assists (6.3 per 
game). 

Rose even landed on the 2009 All-Star ballot. 
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COOK COUNTY 

Here’s what’s cooking in 
Chicago: This summer, 
Stephanie Izard, former 
owner of Scylla in 
Bucktown, was crowned 
the first woman and first 
Chicagoan to win the title of “Top Chef.’’ That 
season, the fourth installment of the “Top Chef’ 
series, was filmed in Chicago. Izard recently 
told Metromix she plans on opening a Chicago 
restaurant-called the Drunken Goat for her 
love of cheese-in the coming year. 

Also this summer. Grant Achatz of Lincoln 
Park’s Alinea was named the country’s 
outstanding chef at the James Beard Foundation 
Awards, which have been called the “Oscars 
of the food world.’’ The award was especially 
sweet for Achatz, who successfully beat a bout 
of tongue cancer. This year, Achatz also released 
“Alinea,” a massive coffee-table book stuffed with 
molecular gastronomy recipes. 

In an e-mail message, Achatz said he has 
proposals out on two books for the coming 
year. One will be a memoir, co-written by Achatz 
and business partner Nick Kokonas, exploring 
Achatz’s food, business and cancer battle. The 
second book is geared toward cooking at home. 

Kokonas told RedEye that he and Achatz 
also hope to strike a deal for a second Chicago 
restaurant to open in early 2010, but nothing 
has been finalized.

Chicago has logged 501 homicides 
this year as of last week. New York 
has tallied 501 homicides as of Dec. 
21, according to New York police 
department statistics. 

Chicago Police Supt. Jody 
Weis, who took office in February, 
pledged to fight rising crime, 
including homicides. 

The police department logged 
442 murders in 2007, down from 
598 in 2003 and 703 in 1998. 


This year’s high-profile 
homicides included a shooting 
death after the Taste of Chicago 
fireworks display and the slayings 
of Jennifer Hudson’s mother, 
brother and nephew in October. 
Police charged William Balfour, the 
estranged husband of Hudson’s 
sister Julia, with the murders. 



H KNIGHTED N0.1 

This summer’s premiere of “The Dark 
Knight” put a smile on the faces of the 
Chicago Film Office. 

The Batman flick, the No. 1 
grossing movie of the year, was shot 
predominantly in Chicago over a three- 
month span. Production costs in Chicago totaled more than 
$35 million, said film office director Rich Moskal. 

About 40 Chicago locations were used to set the scene. The 
film employed 900 local crew members, nearly 100 actors 
and thousands of extras, Moskal said, but Chicago’s skyline 
and mass transit system were clearly stars of the movie too. 

One of the incentives to shoot the movie in Chicago was 
the state’s film tax credit, which gave a 20 percent tax break 
on production costs. The new state film tax credit bumps up 
the tax break to 30 percent. 


CORRUPTION CENTRAL 

Federal authorities arrested Gov. 
Blagojevich earlier this month on 
charges he attempted to sell Obama’s 
Senate seat. The feds claimed to have 
wiretapped conversations in which 
Blagojevich describes the seat as 

“[bleeping] golden.” 

With that, Chicago went from “sky high” to “sigh.” G-Rod 
became the No. 1 source of fodder for “The Daily Show,” “The 
Colbert Report” and “Saturday Night Live.” 

“You are more likely to end up in jail if you become 
governor of Illinois than if you are a murderer,” “Daily Show” 
host Jon Stewart quipped. 

Sadly, he might be right. In a news conference announcing 
the corruption charges against Blagojevich, FBI Special 
Agent Robert Grant proclaimed that “if [Illinois] isn’t the 
most corrupt state in the United States, it is one hell of a 
competitor.” 

Chicago can claim some of prison’s most famous citizens, 
including former U.S. Rep. Dan Rostenkowski, who pleaded 
guilty to charges of mail fraud in the mid-1990s.

A judge will hear the motion next week, 
Genson said he hadn’t seen the federal request 
yet and didn’t know whether he would support 
or oppose release of the recordings, 

Blagojevich was arrested by the FBI on Dec, 
9 on a variety of corruption charges, including 
scheming to benefit from naming President- 
elect Obama’s replacement in the U,S, Senate, 
His arrest prompted a chorus of calls for his 
resignation, A House committee was appointed 
to recommend whether Blagojevich should be 
impeached. 

The impeachment committee has reviewed 
the criminal charges as well as a long list of other 
misconduct allegations. At Monday’s hearing, 
Genson’s presentation was akin to the defense 
case in a criminal trial. 

He argued that the quotes from the federal 
complaint reveal talk but no action, and all the 
accusations against Blagojevich don’t add up to 
anything that merits impeachment.

THE POTHOLES 
HAVE ARRIVED 

AND THEY’RE EARLY-OFFICI ALS FORCED TO MAKE ADJUSTMENTS

On an average December day at the height of last year’s 
record- and axle-breaking winter pothole season, the 
city’s Department of Transportation logged 300 new 
pothole complaints a day 

By 8 p,m, Monday, the daily count was 940 and 
counting. And, according to Chicago Transportation 
Commissioner Thomas Byrne, many of this winter’s 
potholes are bigger than last year’s record batch. 

The combination of mounting pothole reports and 
wildly swinging temperatures— the kind of weather 
that breeds potholes— prompted the city and two of 
its unions to announce an accord Monday that would 
eliminate overtime spending, giving pothole fillers lon- 
ger days but a shorter, four-day work week, while provid- 
ing the city with seven-day-a-week pothole coverage for 
the first time. Most years, crews take the weekend off 
except for emergencies. 

At the same time, the city is using a computerized 
system that once tracked the efficiency of repair crews 
by mapping their location to instead direct crews along 
routes that will let them fill as many potholes as possible 
on their shift— typically up to 300 potholes a day 
Byrne said the savings from the overtime deal, around 
$300,000, will be crucial to helping the city meet its 
$10 million to $12 million pothole repair budget. But it 
may do little to assuage frustrated motorists contend- 
ing with the city’s pitted arterial streets, made worse by 
dramatic shifts between freezing, thawing and rain, 
“Sixty-one degrees {on Saturday] put us under the 
bus,” Byrne told reporters Monday at a news conference 
at the CDOT Pothole Command Center, 


Pothole season arrives early 

Recent extreme temperatures have produced an unusually 
high crop of potholes for this time of year.

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Should you work out despite 
that runny nose? The experts 
—and studies— point to yes

'You have what seems to be a really bad cold. You are 
coughing and sneezing, and it is hard to breathe. 

Should you work out? 

And if you do, should you push yourself as hard as ever 
or take it easy? Will exercise have no effect, or make you 
feel better or worse? 

It is a question, surprisingly enough, that stumps many 
exercise physiologists and infectious disease specialists. 

“That question has not been actually studied,” said Dr. 
Aaron Glatt, a spokesman for the Infectious Diseases 
Society and the president of New Island Hospital in 
Bethpage, N. Y. 

Many avid exercisers make up their own rules, and it 
seems that many of them, like Dr. Michael Joyner, an 
exercise researcher at the Mayo Clinic who is a swim- 
mer and runner, decide to keep exercising if they possibly 
can. 

“I can tell you that unless I am really wiped out, I 
still work out but maybe scale back a bit,” Joyner said. 
“I think that would be the answer from most relatively 
hard-core, old-school types. 

“If I have an obvious fever and muscle aches, I do very 
little or take a day or two off, but I really have to be in a 
bad way to skip more than that.” 

Dr. Bill Schaffner, chairman of the department of pre- 
ventive medicine at Vanderbilt University and a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of the Infectious Diseases 
Society, said he was unaware of any studies that addressed 
the issue. 

Schaffner described himself as a jogger who runs a few 
miles most days and goes to a gym for resistance training. 
And, he said, he continues his workouts when he has a 
cold. 

Exercise, he said, makes him feel better. He speculates 
that perhaps it is because his blood vessels are dilated 
when he exercises. 

“I think exercise pushes me along a route to recovery,” 
Schaffner said. “Of course, I recognize that I might have 
been on a route to recovery anyway But I can’t think of a 
reason why exercise would affect you adversely” 


That’s what he said 

“I put on a sweater and I wear sweatpants and two 
pairs of socks and a hat and I run a lot instead of lifting 
and I sweat a lot,” college student and Logan Square 
resident Benjamin Mahru, 21, told RedEye in November. 
“I feel better later. It’s like taking a really long steam 
shower. It takes out the toxins.”

It turns out that, even though they were unaware of 
them, the strategies of people like Schaffner and Joyner 
are actually supported by two little-known studies that 
were published a decade ago in the journal Medicine & 
Science in Sports & Exercise. Results from the studies, 
conducted by Leonard Kaminsky an exercise physiologist 
at Ball State University, were so much in favor of exercise 
that the researchers themselves were surprised. 

Now, Kaminsky said, he and others at Ball State encour- 
age people to exercise when they have colds, at least if 
they have the type producing symptoms like runny noses 
and sneezing. He is more cautious about other types of 
colds that produce fevers or symptoms below the neck 
such as chest congestion. 

Exercising with a head cold is not an issue for athletes, 
Kaminsky said, because most of them want to train no 
matter what. “If anything they tend to push too much,” 
he said. 

Kaminsky also runs a fitness program at the university, 
dealing with regular exercisers. 'When he tells them it is 
all right to exercise when they have a cold, many are “a 
little suspicious,” he said. Often, they want to back off a 
little, lowering the intensity of their efforts. 

“We tell them that’s OK if it’s for a short period of 
time,” Kaminsky said. “But what you have to be cautious 
of, where I see it as more of an issue, is with people who 
are trying to build that exercise habit. They’ve got all 
these barriers anyway” 

And too often taking time off because of a cold is the 
start of falling away from the program entirely 

Kaminsky, who runs and works out on elliptical cross 
trainers and does resistance training, takes the studies’ 
findings to heart. Now when he has a cold, he continues 
to work out. 

“It did give me the personal assurance that it was a 
good thing to do,” he said. 



What the Ball State 
studies found 

A decade ago, a trainer at Ball State University, Thomas 
Weidner, wondered what he should tell athletes about 
exercising when they got colds. Thus researchers 
began a study asking two key questions, said Leonard 
Kaminsky, an exercise physiologist at the university 

Question No. 1: Does a cold affect your ability to exercise? 

Researchers recruited 24 men and 21 women ages 18 
to 29 and of varying levels of fitness who agreed to be 
deliberately infected with a rhinovirus, which is respon- 
sible for about a third of all colds. Another group of 10 
young men and women served as controls; they were 
not infected. 

At the start of the study, the investigators tested all 
of the subjects, assessing their lung functions and exer- 
cise capacity Then a cold virus was dropped into the 
noses of 45 of the subjects, and all caught head colds. 
Two days later, when their cold symptoms were at their 
worst, the subjects exercised by running on treadmills 
at moderate and intense levels. The researchers report- 
ed that having a cold had no effect on either lung func- 
tion or exercise capacity 

“I was surprised their lung function wasn’t impaired,” 
Kaminsky said. “I was surprised their overall exercise 
performance wasn’t impaired, even though they were 
reporting feeling fatigued.” 

He said he also tested the subjects at different points 
in the exercise sessions, from moderate to intense 
effort, and found that their colds had no effect on their 
metabolic responses. 

Question No. 2: Does exercising when you have a cold affect 
your symptoms and recovery time? 

Once again, Kaminsky and his colleagues infected vol- 
unteers with a rhinovirus. This time, the subjects were 
34 young men and women who were randomly assigned 
to a group that would exercise with their colds and 16 
others who were assigned to rest. 

The group that exercised ran on treadmills for 40 
minutes every other day at moderate levels of 70 per- 
cent of their maximum heart rates. 

Every 12 hours, all the subjects in the study com- 
pleted questionnaires about their symptoms and physi- 
cal activity The researchers collected the subjects’ 
used facial tissues, weighing them to assess their cold 
symptoms. 

The investigators found no difference in symptoms 
between the group that exercised and the one that 
rested. And there was no difference in the time it took 
to recover from the colds. But when the exercisers 
assessed their symptoms, Kaminsky said, “people said 
they felt OK and, in some cases, they actually felt bet- 
ter.”
